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TOWN WARRANT 


(L. 8.) THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 

To the inhabitants of the town of Northumberland, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange Hall, 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, 
March 18, 1956, to act upon the subjects hereinafter 
mentioned. The polls will be open at said place and 
date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 o’clock 
in the afternoon for the reception of your ballots for 
the election of town officers under the Australian Bal- 
lot Laws, delegates to the New Hampshire Constitu- 
tional Convention, delegates to the National Conven- 
tions to be held to nominate party candidates for the 
President and Vice-President of the United States, and 
for your preference for candidate for the office of 
President and Vice-President of the United States; 
furthermore, you are hereby warned that on said date 
and place, at 9:30 o’clock in the forenoon, the matters 
of appropriations and such other business properly 
coming before said meeting will be taken up for your 
consideration and action. 

Article 1.* To choose by ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town 
treasurer, two auditors and one highway agent. 

Article 2.* To choose by ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one 
library trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 

Article 3.* To choose by ballot two (2) delegates to 
the State of New Hampshire Constitutional Con- 
vention. 

Article 4.* To choose by ballot delegates to the na- 
tional conventions of the various political parties to be 
held to nominate party candidates for President and 
Vice-President of the United States. 

Article 5.* To vote your preference for one person 
to be the candidate of your political party for the of- 
fice of President of the United States and for one 
person to be the candidate of your political party for 
the office of Vice-President of the United States. 
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Article 6. To see if the town will instruct its 
Selectmen to appoint all other town officers as required 
by law. 

Article 7. To see if the Town of Northumberland 
will vote to adopt the Town Manager Plan of Govern- 
ment as provided in Chapter 37 of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated of 1955. (Inserted on petition of 18 voters. 
Voting on this article will be by ballot and the polls 
shall remain open for at least three hours, or longer 
if so determined by the voters.) 

Article 8. To see if the town of Northumberland 
will raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $5,000 
to be used for the compensation of the Town Manager 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, if the 
above article is adopted. 

Article 9. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to defray the following 
town charees for the ensuing year: (1) town officers’ 
salaries; (2) town officers’ expenses; (3) election, re- 
gistration and town reports; (4) Municipal Court; (5) 
Selectmen’s office and town buildings; (6) Police; (7) 
fires; (8) insurance and Workmen’s Compensation ; 
(11) health department; (12) vital statistics; (13) 
sewer maintenance; (14) town dump; (15) Northum- 
berland rubbish collection; (16) highway and bridges: 
town maintenance, summer; (17) town maintenance, 
winter; (18) town road aid; (19) street lighting; (20) 
general expense of highway department; (21) road 
agent’s appropriation; Library; (23) Old ‘Age Assist- 
ance; (24) Town Poor; (25) Memorial Day; (29) Mu- 
nicipal water maintenance: (80) Cemetery; (81) Dam- 
age and legal; (82) White Mountain Region Associa- 
tion; (33) Employees’ retirement and Social STS: 
Interest; (42) Tarring streets. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 to maintain a 
public playground and to operate the Youth Center 
Building. | 

Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $550.00 in order to maintain 
suitable public skating places in Groveton and North- 
umberland village. 
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Article 12. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing and 
improving the public playground near the so-called 
Brown Road, known as Centennial Field. 


Article 138. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the town’s Civi- 
lian Defense. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to replace 
the present (1”) water main with a new (6”) water 
main starting from the intersection of Maple and Fiske 
Streets and thence continuing northerly along Maple 
Street to the end of the present water main, and also 
to replace the present water main along Riverview 
Street (which connects with the above line), with a 
main of adequate diameter, and for this purpose to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon the notes of 
the town a sum not in excess of ten thousand ($10,000) 
dollars, at such rate of interest and payable at such 
time and place in accordance with Chapter 33 of the 
1955 Revised Statutes Annotated and amendments 
thereto entitled, ““Municipal Finance Act,” as the Se- 
lectmen shall decide. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to buy a 
new two-ton truck to replace the old Mack truck, and 
for this purpose to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
upon the notes of the town a sum not in excess of five 
thousand ($5,000) dollars, at such rate of interest 
and payable at such time and place in accordance with 
Chapter 33 of the 1955 Revised Statutes Annotated 
and amendments thereto entitled, ‘“Municipal Finance 
Act,” as the Selectmen shall decide. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in 
anticipation of taxes in order to pay expenses, said 
loans to be payable from taxes for the year 1956, and - 
to issue notes therefor at such rate of interest and 
payable at such time, within one year, and place as 
the Selectmen shall decide. 
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Article 17. To see if the town will vote for a scale 
of discounts for the prepayment of real estate and 
personal property taxes on the basis of three percent, 
if paid by June 1, 1956, two percent if paid by August 
1, 1956 and one percent if paid by October 1, 1956 or 
any other scale of discount that the town will vote to 
determine. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to petition 
the State Tax Commission to have an audit made by 
the Division of Municipal Accounting, and to make an 
appropriation to cover the expenses of such audit. 


Article 19. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or other officers heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relative thereto. 


Article 20. To transact any other business that 
may legally be brought before said meeting.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT FOR 1955 


Communicable diseases reported in Groveton during 
1955 were as follows: Mumps,38; Streptoccocal sore 
throats and scarlet fever, 37; chicken pox, 7; German 
measles, 1; measles, 85; virus pneumonia, 8; tubercu- 
losis, 1; whooping cough, 23; broncho-pneumonia, 7; 
impetigo, 2; ringworm, 5; trench mouth, 1; trichinosis, 
3; contact dermatitis, 1. 

These figures while not wholly accurate due to fail- 
ure of many parents to report contagious diseases, do 
give an indication of the type of diseases encountered. 
One will note that there were outbreaks of measles 
and whooping cough which occurred in minor epi- 
demics. Also there was a high incidence of strepto- 
coceal infections and scarlet fever. ‘There were no 
cases of venereal disease or of poliomyelitis. 

Water samples were taken from the public supplies 
of Groveton and Northumberland as usual and sub- 
mitted to the State Laboratory for analysis, with the 
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following results: Groveton—14 samples taken, of 
which 10 or 71% were contaminated to some extent. 
Northumberland—6 samples were taken of which 2 
or 38% were contaminated. The voters of Groveton 
made a wise decision at the last town meeting when 
they voted to install a chlorinating system for the 
public supply. Necessary installations have been made 
and the chlorination should go into effect early in 
1956. New water lines were also installed during 1955. 
It is hoped that purification of the water will reduce 
the large out-breaks of gastro-intestinal upsets. 

Several public clinics were held through the year 
which were well attended. There was a series of toxoid 
clinics in the Spring, a polio clinic sponsored by the 
State in which Salk vaccine was given to children in 
Grades I and II, and special clinics for crippled chil- 
dren and those with orthopedic defects. It is antici- 
pated that early in 1956 polio vaccine will be available 
at no cost to all children between the ages of one and 
fifteen and also to pregnant women. This will be 
sponsored by the State Health Department. 

There were a few minor complaints sent to the 
Health Officer in 1955 which were investigated. The 
Public is reminded that the Health Officer is fully 
backed up by the law, and that if his recommendations 
or orders are ignored, serious consequences can ensue. 
All complaints should be made in writing and signed 
by the complaining party. The name of the complain- 
ant will be kept in confidence wherever possible.

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CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


The year 1955 has been a year that has not seen too 
much activity as far as member participation in active 
practice or unit drills, but there has been activity in 
planning and purchasing of equipment needed for these 
units to operate successfully in an emergency. 

I have had to revise the C. D. Program from what 
was presented at last year’s meeting due to avail- 
ability and needs of equipment at this time and in 
the order of purchase. 

Medical supplies have been purchased and made up 
into kits with some kits on hand for emergencies and 
other kits issued to personnel that need them for pos- 
sible use throughout the year, as our fire, rescue and 
police units. 

Radio equipment has been purchased on the Fed- 
eral Matching Fund basis and has been over a year in 
reaching us and I believe we now have radio coverage 
sufficient for any emergency. 

As one year has gone by without any unit train- 
ing, I believe this year we need it as things have been 
changed in reference to application of duties, etc. 

We will need a fund to operate again but not so 
much as in past years, mainly for training and purchas- 
ing of material needed for these training periods. I 
recommend that a sum of $400.00 be raised to cover 
these expenses and as may be noted this was the 
amount we had left at end of 1955.

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CIVIL ENGINEER REPORT 


August 23, 1955 
Board of Selectmen 

Groveton, N. H. | 

Gentlemen: 

I beg to report as follows on the extension of water 
pipes northerly along Graham Street to supply water 
for the Esty house, Hall house, and several others. 

Using the bottom of the 33,000 gallon storage tank 
located on Cottage Street as a datum of 100, I pro- 
ceeded to run levels westerly along Cottage Street, 
and northerly along Graham Street, taking levels on 
all house foundations. The following figures are based 
on tank one-half full and kitchen faucet four feet 
above the house foundation elevation.

After eridine the above tabulation we find that 
theoretically water can be supplied to all seven houses 
in the area from the water storage tank in its present 
location on Cottage Street. If you will note; the high- 
est house is the Whitney house with kitchen faucet at 
elevation 89.1, and tank 1% full at 108.00, a difference 
of 18.9 feet, and is equivalent to 8.2 pounds. At full 
tank, we would have 11 pounds, and with one foot of 
water in the tank, 4.7 pounds. 
~ This hook-up might satisfy the customers temporari- 
ly providing they thoroughly understand the situa- 
tion, but sooner or later the properties will change 
ownership, and at such time the Board will encounter 
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a continuous source headache. 

Another proposition would be to dismantle the 
present 33,000 gallon storage tank and re-erect it on 
the hill behind the Pormeleau houses. An additional 
45 feet of head could be utilized and fire protection 
added to the area. 

Present Pumping Station Corner Hillside Avenue 

and Second Streets 

Water pressure at this station on full tank is about 
55 pounds. Additional pressure for the new tank in- 
stallation would be about 20 pounds. I am of the 
opinion that present pumping facilities would be suf- 
ficient for the pressure increase. However, if neces- 
sary a larger unit would be a small item. 

I have discussed the present water main situation 
with Mr. Emery, and he is of the opinion that the 
pipes are class C. If so, the working pressure would 
be 130 pounds, and is more than ample for the addi- 
tional increase. 

The attached plan shows the proposition in detail. 
Estimates are as follows:
